The command said 164 were 
killed and 1,442 wounded the 
week before. 
The number of Communists 
killed dropped to 1,399, the low­ 
est since the week tlwt ended 
June 10, the U.S. Command 
said. But U.S. headquarters said 
the kill ratio of 6.8 to 1 for the 
allies last week was the highest 
this year and possibly one of the 
highest of the war. 
The low casualty figures re­ 
flected another relative lull in 
the ground war and did not in­ 
clude the casualties in the disas­ 
trous fire aboard the carrier 
Forrestal Saturday. 
A U.S. spokesman explained 
that it was not known yet wheth­ 
er these would be classified as 
combat or operational casual- 
Ues since the fire and explosions 
began with an accident as the 
carrier was preparing to launch 
strikes against North Vietnam. 
The Forrestal casualties in­ 
creased to 131 dead today with 
the death of two injured men. 
Three are missing and 62 others 
were injured. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
an­ 
nounced three new operations of 
battalion size but reported sig­ 
nificant contact in only one of 
them. 
U.S. pilots flew 161 missions 
against North Vietnam Wednes­ 
day, their biggest day since 
July 13, when 170 missions were 
flown, and a Viet Cong bom­ 
bardment wounded 27 Ameri­ 
ca ns— 
nine 
of 
them 
seriously—and set some fuel 
stores on fire at the U.S. Navy 
base and petroleum storage 
area at Nha Be, 10 miles south­ 
east of Saigon. 
Communist guerrillas also 
ambushed a U.S. Marine mine- 
sweeping unit on a dirt road 21 
miles west of Da Nang Wednes­ 
day, killing 15 Leathernecks and 
wounding one. A U. S. spokes­ 
man said two Communists were 
known killed.

Nineteen university students 
and teachers from West Berlin, 
Germany, were entertained by 
the Sed alia Com m unity 
Teachers Association at a 
luncheon Wednesday at the 
Holiday Inn. 
The group, spoi^ored by the 
Sedalia Chapter of “ People to 
People,’’ arrived Aug. 1 and will 
be in Sedalia until Aug. 6. 
According to M rs. C. J. 
Chapman, president of the 
“ People to People’’ local 
chapter, the West Berliners are 
here to learn about the ways, 
customs, problems, and every 
day life of the Americans. They 
are also learning much about 
America’s educational system. 
Westernmost P (^ t 
N icolaus Hoehne, tour 
director in charge of the group 
and president of “ People to 
People’’ in West Berlin, stated 
that the West Germans arrived 
in the United States on July 18, 
and were in New York City, 
Butler, Pa., LaPorte, Ind. (near 
Chicago), before arriving here. 
Sedalia is the western most 
point of their tour in the U.S. 
Hoehne is a lecturer on political 
science for the mayor of Berlin 
in addition to his work with 
“ People to People.’’ After 
leaving Sedalia, the group will 
go to Decatur, 111., and then 
back to New York City. 
Mrs. Margueritte Hansen, 
president of the Sedalia 
Community Teachers, presided 
over the luncheon program. She 
introduced P. A. Sillers, 
d irecto r of elem entary 
education, 
who in turn 
introduced Hoehne, Dr. T. J. 
Norris, superintendent of the 
Sedalia schools, Earl Finley and 


Morris B;^um, principal and 
vice-principal of Smith-Cotton 
High School respectively. Each 
person spoke for about ten 
minutes. 
Impressions 
After introducing the West 
Germans to the Sedalia CTA 
teachers, Hoehne outlined four 
major impressions that the 
Berliners had gotten so far 
while here. 
He stated that Americans 
allow much freedom of speech 
and allow much' freedom of 
demonstration. The Americans 
apparently spend much money 
to send their citizens to school 
in order to educate their 
masses. “ They also exhibit 
much patriotism and respect for 
their flag • as exemplified in 
many events accompanied by 
the playing of the Star Spangled 
Banner.” Hoehne also indicated 
that American gadgets and 
inventions such as the garbage 
disposal were unique ana 
interesting. 
Dr. T. J. Norris outlined for 
the Berliners the way in which 
Sedalia’s educational system 
operates. He indicated that the 
money to run our schools comes 
from local taxes, the state 
government, and the federal 
government. 
Norris stressed that Sedalia 
has a triple “ A” school system. 
Smith-Cotton offers over Ä) 
different subjects to the 
students, excellent guidance 
services, library facilities, and 
many other advantages. He 
further indicated that American 
high schools provide many 
important social £K:tivities and 
athletic events for the students 
and the community. 


Earl Finley, principal of 
Smith-Cotton, outlined the 
three track educational 
approach at Smith-Cotton 
which includes the attendance 
certificate, the general diploma, 
and the academk: diploma. He 
explained to the Germans the 
difference in these three 
diplomas, and he also defined to 
them the meaning of a 
comprehensive high school 
which provides education for 
both the business world and for 
those who wish to go on to 
higher education in the nation’s 
colleges and universities. 
Mrs. Hansen explained the 
function 
of 
the 
National 
Education Association to the 
group pointing out that the 
organization has over one 
million members. She said that 
the two million teachers in the 
U.S. as a whole make up the 
largest professional group in the 
country. “ There are 211 
employed educators in the 
Sedalia school system, exclusive 
of the county,” she indicated. 
Following the CTA luncheon, 
the West Germans toured 
Heber Hunt Elem entary 
School, and Smith-Cotton High 
School. They conversed with 
Armin Ciersdorff, teacher of 
German at Smith-Cotton, about 
the German department 
pri^am , and later th^ went to 
the Surf Club for a swim. 
Activities for the remainder 
of the week are being planned 
by Mrs. Chapman. They will 
include a trip to the Lake of the 
Ozarks for some, a picnic at the 
Catholic Community Center, 
ball games in Kansas City for 
some, and a coffee hour at the 
home of Mrs. Chapman.

“ I have concluded, after con­ 
sidering the recommendations of 
Secretary McNamara, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Gen. West­ 
moreland that I should author­ 
ize an increase of at least 45,000 
in the number of men to be 
sent to Vietnam this year,” 
Johnson said. 
Gen. William C. Westmore­ 
land, commander in Vietnam, 
had been reported as making a 
proposal for that increase in his 
forces during the recent visit to 
Vietnam by Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara. 
“ This nation has taken a sol­ 
emn pledge—that its sons and 
brothers engaged in the conflict 
there shall never lack all the 
help, all the arms, and all the 
equipment essential for their 
mission and for their very 
lives,” Johnson said. 
“ America 
must—and w ill— 
honor that pledge. It is for Uiis 
reason that expenditures for 
Vietnam—subject as they are to 
the variable demands of mili­ 
tary operations—may now ex­ 
ceed our earlier estimates.” 


Johnson said original budget 
estimates for 1968 have been 
hiked $4 billion for defense and 
$2.5 billion for civilian programs. 


That would bring expected 
spending to $79.5 billion for the 
Defense Department and Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission and $62 
billion for civilian programs. 


Johnson also said he has 
asked McNamara “ to conduct a 
searching review of all defense 
expenditures and to withhold all 
such expenditures that are not 
now essential for national secur­ 
ity.” 


Johnson also recommended a 
speed-up in corporate tax col­ 
lections. 


“ Beginning Jan. 1, 1968, cor­ 
porations would pay their esti­ 
mated taxes on the basis of 80 
per cent of their liability, rath­ 
er than 70 per cent,” Johnson 
said.

D-Miss., asserted the rioters 
“ follow tactics used by the Com­ 
munist party the world over.” 
Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey called in Detroit for 
a Marshall Plan for America’s 
impoverished 
areas 
as one 
means of preventing recurrenc­ 
es of the rioting. 
In Milwaukee, police fatally 
shot a Negro youth Wednesday 
night. Police said he and three 
other youths failed to obey a po­ 
lice order to halt. Instead, po­ 
lice said, 
a firebomb was 
throw and the group fled. 


The death brought the toll in 
the Wisconsin city to four since 
the strife began Sunday. 


There was more violence in 
the Long Island community of 
Wyandanch, N.Y., but it ap­ 
peared to be less severe than a 
similar outbreak Tuesday night. 
Some fires flared and there 
were rock- and bottle-throwing ii 
cidents. 


The Providence, R.I., police 
reported only one rock-throwing 
incident, as 21 Negro antipover­ 
ty workers helped to curb the 
violence that had struck the two 
previous nights. 


In calling for his Marshall 
Plan, Humphrey did not give 
any details. He also urged crea­ 
tion of councils for civil peace 
at state and municipal levels to 
deal with riots. 


“ Our nation is in trouble,” the 
vice president said in his speech 
before a national convention of 
county officials. “ The first thing 
is to re-establish law and order 
in this country by whatever le­ 
gal means it takes to do it.” 


In Washington, Sen. Edward 
W. Brooke, R-Mass., warned 
that riot inquiries must look at 
the social and economic condi­ 
tion that lie behind the violence 
as well as at law-enforcement 
officers, agitators and Commu­ 
nists.

House consideration. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee, after five months of 
hearings and deliberations, ap­ 
proved Wednesday its version of 
a complex measure that would: 
Provide at least a \2Vz per 
cent increase in benefits for ‘ 
Social 
Security 
recipients, 
effective the second month 
after enactment. 
—Raise Social Security taxes, 
beginning with a maximum $44 
hike next year, to pay the cost 
of the increases and try to keep 
pace with still-soaring hospital 
and medical costs. 
Make a number of changes 
in the conditions for federal 
participation in state welfare 
and medicaid programs,generall5 
in the direction of limiting the 
extension of medicaid eligibility 
and of encouraging work train­ 
ing and job requirements for 
some categOTies of welfare re­ 
cipients. 
Medicaid—a different pro­ 
gram from medicare—is aimed 
at providing medical and hospi­ 
tal care for the poor. 
Sponsors aimed at House con­ 
sideration of the bill within two 
weeks. 
On the Social Security benefit 
side, the bill would provide the 
general raise—less than the 15 
per cent Johnson proposed—and 
the special raises for those, re­ 
ceiving minimum amounts. 
The minimum benefit under 
the regular old-age pri^am 
would be increased from $44 to 
$50 a month, compared with the 
administration recommendation 
of $70. 
The special benefit paid cer­ 
tain persons 72 and older with 
insufficient coverage for the 
regular pri^ram would be in­ 
creased from $35 to $40 a month 
for a single person, from $52.50 
to $60 a month for a couple. 


The committee scaled down 
th e 
administration-proposed 
increases by a total of $1.2 bil­ 
lion, members said, to avoid 
having to raise payroll taxes as 
high as those would have re­ 
quired.

The tube begins where the old 
Oakland ferry terminal once 
stood. It will extend 3.6 miles to 
the San Francisco Ferry Build- • 
ing. That’s half the length of the 
San 
FranciscoDakland 
Bay. 
Bridge, whose opening in 1936 
drov e regular ferry serv ice 
from the bay. 
There is no tunneling, no bor­ 
ing to build the tube. Ninety per 
cent of the work is done in the 
open air. 
Sinking prefabrkated tubes is 
not new. There are nearly 40 
others in the world. But none is 
believ ed to approach the 19,113- 
foot length of the bay crossing. 
And no other is laid midway 
between two earthquake faults, 
the San Andreas and Hayward 
Faults. 
The San FranciscoOakland 
tube will snake across the bot­ 
tom on seismograph tested soils 
to minimize and equalize earth 
shocks. 
The $89-million tube will lie 
1 ^ feet below the surface at its 
deepest point. 
The tube is being fabricated 
in a shipyard on an assembly- 
line basis in 57 numbered seg­ 
ments. 
It is being laid on an undersea 
roadway precisely graded to 
within a quarter of an inch. 
Tube sections are lowered inU 
place, with the aid of sonar and 
laser beam, and linked water­ 
tight. 
Sections v ary—from 27 3 to 366 
feet. Some curv e sideways, 
some up or down, some in two 
directions, Each is 24 feet high 
and 47 feet wide. A binocular­ 
shaped cross-secUon prov ides 
the. shell for two train tubes 
with a serv ice corridor in be­ 
tween. 
Each section is launched like 
a ship. Then it is towed to a pier 
where 125 men pour in a 27 -inch 
ciMicrete lining, fiv e yards at a 
time. The concrete brings its 
weight to more than 10,000 tons, 
about that of a sizable freighter. 
As the tube is lined with 4,200 
cubk yards of concrete, it sinks 
until only its top is v kible. 
Then it is towed to location. 
Dredges scoop out a 66-foot- 
wide trench, digging 7 0 to 100 
feet into the bay’s bottom. Most 
of what they dredge is dumped 
on and around the original tube 
sections, budding a new Port of 
Oakland facility. 
Then the $1.5-million screed 
barge takes ov er. This is a gi- 
gantk open framework, floating 
on two huge pontoons.. Before it 
goes to work, anchors and coun­ 
terweights drag the pontoons 
underwater until it looks as 
though the structure stood on 
piles. It is just as stable. 
The barge is temped ly three 
huge hoppers on a trav eling 
bridge. At the bottom, hanging 
from the same bridge, k the 
screed. A screed is the sort of 
thing concrete men use to 
smooth out a sidewalk. Only this 
one is a 56-foot-wide steel box. 
Cranes dump grav el into the 
hoppers. The grav el falls down 
three pipes into the trench. The 
screed smooths a two-foot layer 
of grav el in the trench to within 
a quarter of an inch of grade. 
Thè tube rests on this. 
A $1.5-million placing barge 
lowers it there, within an inch of 
center line. 
Three men in a control room 
maneuv er the tube into place. 
The tube is lowered to about 
three feet from the last section 
in place. Then four railway cou­ 
plers, mounted at the end of 
each section, draw the two sec­ 
tions tight with the aid of a 56- 
ton lydraulk jack on each. 
This partly compresses a 
thkk neoprene rubber gasket 
around the rim of the new tube. 
Now water trapped in the bulk­ 
heads between the two sections 
is bled out. Pressure of the bay 
water then driv es the new tube 
home, sealing it tighter than a 
jam preserv e jar. 
The first tube on the San 
Francisco side will be laid off 
the Feny Building sometime 
next winter. By then a v entila­ 
tion tower will hav e been sunk 
on the San Francisco side and 
another at the Oakland end. 
Tube laying from Oakland will 
hav e been completed. 
The San Francisco and Oak­ 
land tube sections will be linked 
south of Yerba Buena Island in 
the middle of the bay in mid- 
1969. 
If all goes according to the 
latest schedule, the rapid transit 
system will go into serv ice in 
197 0, linking San Francisco with 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties on the east shore of 
the bay.

The board announced that 
many draft-eligible men have 
questioned the board, with the 
primary inquiry centered on 
college deferments, listed as 2-S 
by the Selective Service 
system. 
The 
f o llo w in g 
are 
requirements as outlined by the 
board: 
A written request must be 
filed with the local board for 
deferment as an underjgraduate 
college student. In addition, the 
applicant must provide the 
board each year with 
“ convincing evidence that you 
are continuing to pursue 


satisfactorily a full-time course 
of instruction...” 
The board defined a full-time 
course of instruction as one in 
which undergraduate students 
taking a four-year course should 
earn 25 per cent of credits 
required for a baccalaureate 
degree at the end of his first 
academic year, 50 per cent at 
the end of the second year and 
75 per cent at the end of the 
third. If five years of study are 
required, a student should earn 
20 per cent of the credits each 
year toward his degree. 
It also defines an academic 
year as the 12-month period 
following the beginning of a 
course of study. 
S tu d e n ts 
who 
have 
completed three years of 
college and earned 75 per cent 
of the units required for 


degrees, but whose 
class 
standing is low, may be 
classified as 2-S for the fourth 
year of undergraduate work, 
the board said, as long as 
studies are maintained full­ 
time.

Viet Co ng Sho wered With Radio s 


By DREW PEARSON and JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON—It isn’t being announced but 
director Leonard Maries of the U.S. Information 
Agency has dev elop ed a neat transistor radio to be 
p rachuted behing the lines in Vietnam. 


It will be p acked in a p added cellop hane box 
costing about fiv e cents, which will resist the shock 
when the transistors are drop p ed from an airp lane. 
The radio itself costs about |3, and is built so it can 
tune in on only one radio frequency —that of “The 
Voice of Freedom,’’ op erated by South Vietnam and 
theUSIA. 


Behind the p lan to drop these radio sets is the fact 
that NorthVietnam op erates a controlled sy stem 
wherel^ all radio sets are tuned in on Communist 
gcv emment channels. No radio sets used Iqr the Viet 
Cong or the,North Vietnamese can be turned in on a 
South Vietnam station. The Communists don’t trust 
their p eop le to listen in on any thing ex cep t 
Communist airwav es. 
Marks has been working to increase the number of 
Viet Cong defectors, with remarkable success. In the 
last y ear defectors totaled 20,000. In the first six 
months of 1967 they totaled 18,000. Th^r come 
through the lines bearing p asses drop p ed from the 
air, guaranteeing them safe conduct. These are 
called “Welcome Passes.’’ Defectors then go on the 
radio to tell former Viet Cong comrades that they 
hav e been well treated, fed, p ermitted to go back to 
their v illages. 
Howev er, due to the North Vietnamese airwav e 
monop oly , it’s been difficult to get these messages 
across. Hence, Marks’s ingenious idea of drop p ing 
transistor radios. They are labeled in the local 
language “Gift of the Free World. Listen to the Voice 
of Freedom.’’ 
The words “Tat Mai’’ on the set mean “Off,’’ 
while the words “Mo Mai’’ mean “On.’’ 
LBJ, incidentally , is relay ing more and more on 
the U,S. Infp rmjiiion Agency , not only in Vietnam but 
in the Near East. 


—INSANITARY MEAT- 


Big city race riots hav e been a break for the big 
meat p ackers. The riots hav e focused attention away 
from the hearings on a new meat insp ection bill, 
now terminating before a House Agriculture 
Subcommittee. Most imp ortant p art of these 
sessions b^ins this week, behind closed doors, 
when the committee decides on the final form of a 
bill to p rotect the housewife from insanitary , 
intrastate meat. 
Since these final meetings will be held in secret, 
here are some imp ortant facts which housewiv es 
should know. 
1. The three Trade Associations —The Meat 
Institute, Indep endent Meat Packers Association 
and the Western States Meat Packers — are tiy ing 
to head off a strong intrastate insp ection bill b y 
accep ting the administration bill. They hav e heard 
from the consumer. 
The administration bill, howev er, is nothing to 
throw y our hat in the air ov er. It merely p rov ides 
federal funds to the states if they strengthen their 
own insp ection laws. But there is no requirement 
for states to p ass insp ection laws at all or to 
strengthen what they ’v e already got. 
2. The Big Meat Packers—Swift, Armour, 
Wilson—are not in fav or of strong legislation. While 
most of their business has been interstate, and their 
meat therefore federally insp ected, some hav e been 
ex p anding into intrastate slaughterhouses. 
Processing and selling meat inside state 
boundaries has now become big business, because 
cheap er, uninsp ected meat giv es the seller a 
''omp etitiv e adv antage ov er insp ected meat. It can 


be dy ed, seasoned and doctored with antibiotics to 
lodi, smell, and taste like good meat. 


-REPORT ON LOUISIANA PLANT 


One of the big p ackers, Swift, has been unhap p y 
about rev ealing how much instrastate meat is selling 
as against interstate meat. This is understandable, in 
v iew of the following rep ort from a Dep artment of 
Agriculture insp ector regarding a Swift intrastate 
p lant in New Orleans: 
“Ekjuip ment, such as metal barrels, was rusty . .. 
the boning boards were old and caked with fat and 
meat juices. The old boards had minute sp linters, 
caused from continuous use, that resembled fuzz. 
This is a source of contamination and an ex cellent 
media for bacteria growth which under certain 
circumstances may cause food p oisoning.’’ 
Though this rep ort was made in 1962, Agriculture 
Dq)artment insp ectors say conditions hav e not 
changed since then. 
3. Key Congresswoman —Rep . Catherine May , 
Rep ublican of Yakima, Wash., could swing a lot of 
Rep ublican v otes for the housewife if she wanted to. 
She’s a good Congresswoman, but seems to be 
leaning toward Uie big meat p ackers. Cattlemen are 
p owerful in her district. 
4. Key Bureaucrat —The official inside the 
Dep artment of Agriculture who sides with the meat 
p ackers is By ron Allen, who when liv ing in Iowa and 
Minnesota was close to the State Dep artments of 
Agriculture. He leans toward intrastate insp ection 
by these State Dep artments. 
The man p ushing hardest for an airtight new meat 
insp ection law is Rep . Neal Smith, D-Iowa. He is 
now getting 100 p er cent sup p ort from Rep . Tom 
Foley , Democrat of Sp okane, Wash. 
A final bill wiU be whip p ed into shap e behind 
closed doors this week.

Army Reserve Is Drifting 
into State of Impotency

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Defense Secretary Robert McNamara’s reorganization p lan 
for the Army reserv e forces misses the p oint. 
The chief v alue of a ready reserv e is that there are in 
civ ilian life many men who hav e skills which the military 
establishment cannot afford to carry on its p ermanent roster 
in the numbers that are needed in time of war—or as a 
p ossible contingency for v ary ing ty p es of war. 
A war with the Sov iet Union would require different num­ 
bers of different ty p es of skills than a war with Red China. 
That war in turn would hav e different requirements than a 
war with the Viet Cong or the North Koreans or Cuba. 
To hav e all the skills p ermanently in the military serv ices 
in the quantities needed for any p ossible contingency would 
be p rohibitiv e in cost and in the number of skilled men it 
would take from the civ ilian economy . In addition, men with 
unique skills are willing to serv e when there is a war that 
requires their skills. They are not interested in p ermanent 
military careers. 
Many men and women in their civ ilian life dev elop these 
needed skills in school, in their work and in their hobbies. 
Other skills, p eculiar to the military , are dev elop ed by civ il­ 
ians during p eriods of military serv ice. Civ ilians can also 
dev elop certain military skills by ev ening and v acation at­ 
tendance at military technical and staff and command 
schools. 
The most difficult task is ex p anding a military force for a 
war—limited or total—is the securing of sp ecialists. A sp e­ 
cialist can be an electronic ex p ert, intelligence man, truck 
mechanic, p sy chological warfare officer, or simp ly a squad, 
p latoon, comp any or battalion leader. 
Men with these skills and abilities ex ist in civ ilian life. 
Many others are able to attain these skills with p art-time 
training. 
The p ity is that there are In the U.S. military reserv e forces 
more than 400,000 officers and men who at the p resent time 
are not receiv ing adequate training or rev iew to fit key slots 
that need filling. Many are not receiv ing any training at all. 
Others are receiv ing routine make-work training which does 
not keep them up -to-date. Many officers who hav e been in 
the reserv es for 10 or 15 y ears are so out-of-date that they 
could not serv e adequately in the rank which they hav e 
attained. 
Many more reserv ists hav e not been p ut into the slots for 
which they would be best fitted in time of war. They ’re still 
in the sp ecialty in which they serv ed a decade ago. Mean­ 
while, their civ ilian sp ecialty has made them much more 
v aluable in some other military role. 
Many reserv ists with the civ ilian skills needed by the mili­ 
tary in an emergency are not receiv ing the “conv ersion” 
training—the training necessary for them to be able to 
conv ert these skills to military p roblems. 
Whether they ’re called for Vietnam or not, the whole p ur­ 
p ose of a reserv ist is to serv e or be cap able of serv ing when 
he is needed.

The disease is 
serious in that it is slowly p ro­ 
gressiv e and unless skillfully 
treated will make the v ictim a 
resp iratory inv alid. 
It is caused by rep eated 
attacks of acute bronchitis 
which becomes chronic and is 
aggrav ated by heav y smoking 
and air p ollution. Although 
there is no known cure y our 
doctor can help make y ou 
more comfortable and check 
the p rogress of the disease. 


Q—Would ex treme ex ertion 
such as mountain climbing be 
help ful or harmful to a p er­ 
son with emp hy sema? 
A—It would be harmful be­ 
cause it would cause him to 
stretch air sacs in his lungs 
that hav e become inelastic. 
Persons w i t h 
emp hy sema 
should limit their ex ercise to 
walking, swimming and bi- 


cy cling alway s stop p ing short 
of bringing on a sp ell 'of 
coughing or gasp ing. 


Q—I am a retired trombon­ 
ist. 
Will p lay ing my trom­ 
bone cause me to dev elop em­ 
p hy sema? 
A—Although it was once 
thought that p lay ing a wind 
instrument p redisp osed one 
to emp hy i^ma we now know 
that this is not so. Play ing 
y our trombone may ev en hefp 
y ou to keep from getting it. 


Q—What is considered a 
fev er? 
For more than fiv e 
months I h a v e been v ery 
tired, hav e had back p ain and 
my tem p erature v aries from 
97 .2 to 100. 
A—A temp erature that is 
99.6 to 100 is à low fev er and 
its significance would dep end 
on many other factors. You 
should hav e a thorough ex ­ 
amination to determine the 
cause of y our low fev er and 
y our other sy mp toms.

Few Represent 
Negro Struggle

WASHINGTON (AP)—Three men sy mbolize the 
struggle for the mind and the p rep ress of the 
American Negro. All three are Negroes: Clarence 
Mitchell, Stokely Carmichael and H. Rap Brown. 
Mitchell has worked almost his whole adult life 
for justice and p eaceful solution through law and 
order for Negroes. Carmichael and Brown a te 
ap ostles of v iolence. 
Three recent statements by these men illuminate 
not only the different roads they hav e chosen to 
follow—and the kind of ap p eal thiey make to the Ne 
gro 
mind—but 
the 
choice Negroes hav e op en 
to them. 
“The haters, both white and nonwhite,” Mitchell 
said Wednesday night in a talk in Atlanta, “are now 
op erating on the same wav e-length. Th^r both want 
to resegregate the country .” 
“They are a small minority , but they are a 
dangerous minority . They are dangerous because 
some of them are reckless enough to carry out wild 
schemes of destruction.” 
The Associated Press rep orted that in a three- 
hour news conference, from which U.S. rep orters 
were barred, Carmichael said in Cuba where he is 
the guest of Fidd Castro: 
“ One go o d thing abo ut the Vietnam war (he nev er 
serv ed in it since he was nev er drafted) is that the 
United States has taught us how to till.” 
He called for N ^ro guerrilla ap risings in this 
country . 
Brown, charged with inciting to lio t in Cam­ 
bridge, Md., but free on bond while he awaits an 
ex tradition hearing on the charge, make a sp eech 
in Cambridge immediately befor the riot July 2a.. 
Wednesday the Cambridge chief of p olice, Brice 
Kinnarnin, told the Senate Judiciary Commi» 'tee 
Brown’s sp eech was not only inflammatory bv 't 
our riot.”

“I mean, don’t be try ing to lev e that hunky (white 
man) to death; shoot him to death, ’cause that’s 
what he’s out to do to y ou. Do to him what he would 
like to do to y ou, but do it to him first.” 
Brown rep ortedly said the town should be burned 
down but adv ised his listeners to do the burning in 
the white sections of Cambridge). 
Mitchell is 57 but he has been working for the 
adv ancement of Negroes for 30 y ears, which is 
longer than Brown, 23, and Carmichael, 26, hav e 
been aliv e. 
He worked for gov ernment, state and Negro 
agencies—all inv olv ed in Negro p roblems— and 22 
y ears ago he went with the National Association for 
the Adv ancement of Colored Peop le. 


He has been the NAACP’s Washington 
rep resentativ e since then. His is hardly a p riv ate 
life. He liv es in Baltimore where he has a wife, 
Juarata) an NAACP lawy er there, and' four sons, 
comes to Washington ev ery day and works until 8 
o’clock at night or later with senators and 
rep resentativ es on bills affecting N ^oes, goes to 
committee hearings to testify or listen, or to see 
Justice Dep artment lawy ers, or to the White House, 
or to v arious meetings, and then on weekends has to 
fly around the counriy to atteml meetings. 


This has been his life 22 y ears, day in and out. He 
is a husky man with a temp er he keep s controlled. 
He is not diong it for moity . The NAACPis not a 
p lace to getrich. He has dedicated his life to his job. 
It was the NAACP which, after y ears of 
p reliminary test cases leading up to the big one, got 
the Sup reme Court m 1954, to outlaw segr^ation 
as unconstitutional. This cut the barrier to Negro 
p rogress. 
If it weren’t for the work of Mitchell 
and 
the 
NAACP, Negroes in America would p robably be 
as segregate to day as they were 100 y ears ago. 
It was this decision which made~ it p ossible for 
Carmichael and Brown to assert themselv es 
although they look up on the NAACP p eop le as a 
bunch of outdated Uncle Toms. 
Brown, who had a good scholastic record but 
didn’t finish college, is from Louisiana and this y ear 
succeeded Carmichael as chairman the Student 
Nonv iolent Coordinating Committee —a ridiculous 
name for it now. 
He left schoo to work in the civ il rights driv e in 
Mississip p i. At first p ictured as 
sh y, he p icked up 
audacity as he went along. 
» 
Carmichael, a citizen although bom in thè* 
West indies, finished college. He, too, got his early 
training in the civ il rights driv e in Mississip p i. Last 
y ear he authored the p hrase “Black Power.” 
But last y ear he hemmed and hawed 
about'admitting he adv ocated v iolence. Not any 
more-and now he is said to command fees of 
$1.(X)0 or more for some ofhis ap p earance.
